The tneeting began at 10;00 
a.m, and the first order of 
business was to open bids for 
janitorial service at county 
buildings, Bids received came 
from: Doug Maddox (New Br- 
ockton complex) - $650a month; 
L. M. Burch (both courthouses 
and complex) - $20,040 a year; 
Solid Waste Ent, (both court- 
houses and complex) - $4124,55 
a month; South Services (both 
courthouses and complex) - -

(both courthouses and com- 
plex) - $30,300 a year; and 
Doug Pittman (both courthous- 
es and complex) - $19,089.99 
a year, 

Bids on concessions and

Oliver Cromwell and some 
associates were once examin- 
ing the statues of some heroes 
and statesmen of England, 
He said, ‘When it comes time

Tennyson tells us that more 
things are wrougiit by prayer 
than this world dreams of,” 
Prayer is powerful, and one of 
the most important things we 
can do is to pray, Yet we 
must honestly admit that pray- 
er often seems difficult for 
us to schedule and practice, 
Why does prayer seem sodiffi- 
cult and dry for us? 

For one thng, we may be 
too physically exhausted or 
tense to pray as we should, 
Most of the great saints have 
Shared the fact that they 
prayed each morning when th- 
eir bodies and minds were 
fresh, Whenever you pray, it 
is well to get relaxed and open 
to the wooing of the Holy 
Spirit, (But not so relaxed 
that you fall alseep!) 

Also, we need to think 
about what kind of God is 
hearing and answering our 
prayer, Jesus taught that God 
is our Father, A wise father 
will not always give his child- 
ren whatever they want, for 
they might ery for some thing 
that would harm themselves or 
others, But a good father will 
make any Sacrifice to get his 
children everything they NEED, 
And he will seek to delight 
them with the extras that 
make life pleasant, God is 
this kind of Father, He can- 
not always grant everything we 
want, But He cares about our 
needs,and will fill them in 
ways better than we expected, 

We also must be careful 


to pray regularly. Little as 
we migtt think about it, 
prayer is a habit, But it is 


a good habit, like brushing 
our teeth, When prayer seems 
dry and difficult, we are temp- 
ed to skip*tt’ We need to pray 
whether we feel like it or not. 
Even if prayer is mechancal, 
it fixes a habit, and makes 
our prayers become more nat- 
ural as we go along. 

There are ways in which 
we tafichelp make our prayer

life fresh and vital. We can 
vary the place where we pray, 
We can vary the time when 
we pray. We can vary the pos- 


ture of prayer, sometimes 
praying on our knees, some- 
times sitting, sometimes stand- 
ing or walking, sometimes lying 
down, Sometimes we can even 
write out our prayer, as if we 
were writing a letter to God, 
We can vary the length and 
content of our payer, Some of 
us repeat the same prayer 
over and over until it becomes 
boring to us, Pray about dif- 
ferent needs, Pray a long 
prayer one time and a short 
one another, Keep your pray- 
ers fresh and different for 
your own sake, not God’s, 

Above all, we must be care- 
ful about our relationship to 
God, Dull prayers may not be 
a sign of sin in our lives, but 
Sin in our lives always makes 
prayer dull, When we rebel 
against God, we want to run 
and hide as Adam and Eve did, 
But when we seek God’s for- 
giveness and daily guidance, 
we can develop an intimate 
communion with him that makes 
prayer meaningful - a very 
vital part of our lives,

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County, 
to amend Act 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion, so as to allow voter 
reidentification on election 
days, to prescribe said pro- 
cedure and to authorize the 
appointment of certain deputy 


registrars to perform such 
reidentification, 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 


LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Section 1, Sections 5 and 
7 of Act No, 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which - 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion in Coffee County, are 
hereby amended to read as 
follows; 

‘Section 5, A qualified 
élector may reidentify himself 
in any one of the following 
ways: (a) He may reideptify 
himself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the board 
of registrars or the judge of 
probate of Coffee County and 
answering such questions and 
Submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or his 
duly authorized employees to 
establish his identity and place 
of legal residence and that he 
hs not become disqualified 
from voting in such county. 
The judge of probate shall de- 
liver all completed question- 
naires to the chairman of the ° 
board of registrars Once” a 
month, (b) He may reidentify 
himself by filling in and mail- 
ing to the office of the board 
of registrars the completed 
answers to such questions as 
may reasonably be propounded 
and mailed to him in a writ- 
ten questionnaire by the 
board of registrars, or on a 
form which board of registrars 


of qualified electors by ap- 
pearing in person at the office 
of the board of registrars, or 
at the office of the judge of 
probate, and answering such 
questions and submitting such 
proof, under oath, as the board 
may require to establish the 
voter’s identity, place of legal 
residence, and the fact that 
the voter has not become dis- 
qualified from voting in the 
county. Said voter shall 
thereupon be immediately qual- 
ified to vote, 


“In addition, any qualified 
elector of the county who shal. 
have his name omitted or re- 
moved from the list of quali- 
‘fied electors in the county by 
failure,to appear and peidentify 
himself as herein provided shall 
oe entitled to have his name 
restored to the qualified list 
of electors by presenting him- 
self to a board of registrars 
member or deputy registrar on 
any primary or general 
election day during 


1978 at the polling place he 
would have voted if registered, 
The board of registrars is 
hereby mandated to provide that 
each beat shall be given a list 
of all registered voters who 
were entitled to vote prior to 
the purging. Any urged 
elector whose name is on’ said 
voting list may become quali- 
fied to vote immediately upon 
submitting such proof, under 
oath, as the board may require 
© establish tne voter’s iden- 
tity, place of legal residence, 
gad the fact that the voter has 
shall cause to be printed in 
all newspapers of general cir- 
culation published in the 
county, Such questionnaire may 
contain such questions as are 
reasonably necessary to es- 
tablish the identity of the per- 
Son Signing such questionnaire, 
the place of his legal resi- 
dence, and that he has not be- 
come disqualified from voting 
in such county, All answers to 
such questionnaires shall be 
signed by the elector in the 
presence of at least two wit- 
nesses who are qualified elect- 
ors of such county and who 
shall sign his answers as at- 
testing witnesses, 

“Section 7. Any qualified 
elector of the county who shall 
have his name omitted or re- 
moved from the list of quali- 
fied electors in the county by 
failure to appear and re-

Giant Catfish Present In 
North Alabama 


Most Alabama fishermen 
have heard stories of giant 
catfish that have been caught 
over the years from the 
Tennessee River, But many 
fishermen don’t realize — that 
large catfish still live in big 
reservoirs of North Alabama, 
Pickwick, Wilson, Wheeler, 
and Guntersville reservoirs 
contain 182,605 acres of water, 
plenty of water for catfish to 
grow to 40, 50 and some to 
more than 100 pounds, 

The blue catfish grows to 
be the largest of any catfish 
in the river system. Gunters- 
ville yielded a 106-pound blue 
catfish to commercial fisher- 
men Jerome Nailer and Wayne 
Foster during January 1977, 
This fish would have replaced 
the present world record of 
97 pounds if it had been caught 
on a rod and reel, Lake Gun- 
tersville is also producing big 
flathead catfish, The state 


record of 57 pounds, 4 ounces 


was caught there in March, 
1976, by Mickey Bell, This 
fish replaced an earlier rec- 
ord of 40 pounds caught in the 
Tallapoosa River, 3 

The tailwaters of Gunters- 
ville Dam yielded the present 
state record blue catfish of 46 
pounds, 4 ounces to Sam 
Thrift in August, 1976. It is 
obvious that much larger blue 
catfish exist than our present 
state record, but the difficulty 
is in landing these fish with 
typical fishing tackle, Also, 
many people do not think 
about claiming a state rec- 
ord for a catfish as they would 
for a glamour fish, such as 
the largemouth bass, 

These giant catfish should 
continue to flourish in the 
large impoundments of the 
Tennessee River providing ch- 
allenge and excitement to fish- 
ermen who heok them, 


Dwan Ellenburg and Sally 
Willis caught these four bass 
while fishing at a beaver pond 
north of Samson, The fish 
~eighed a total of 28-1/2 lbs, 


4 
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Mike Farris and Phil Arm- 
strong caught these 24 pounds 
of bass at the Coffee County 


and were caught on black flip- 
tails,

GOOD NEWS 
I talked this week with Jerry 
Van Dyke, swine specialist for 


the Wiregrass area, I also 
had a conference with Joe 
Danley from Elba, Coffee 


County's director on the swine 
facility being built at Headland, 
I have been told that the bid 
for the boar testing station at 
the Experiment Station has been 
let, Construction has already 
begun, 


I understand that the 
contractor has about 120 days 
to complete the facility. This 
means that it will be ready 
to receive pure-bred boars for 
testing during the fall. This 
station is going to mean a 
lot to hog producers in that 
superior breeding stock will be 
quickly identified, 


QUESTIONNAIRE 

Dean Bond, our gardening 
specialist at Auburn, sent a 
Summary of a questionnaire on 
why people grow gardens, He 
also asked them what they 
considered their greatest gar- 
den problem, Fifty-twopercent 
of the ,people surveyed in the 
22-county area said that they 
like the added quality of fresh, 
home-grown vegetables, Thir- 
teen percent indicated that they 
could produce high-quality veg- 
etables that are low in cost, 
Almost 12 percent indicated that 


they had grown a garden in the 
past and would just be lost 
without one, Ten percent said 
that they enjoy growing things. 

The greatest gardening pro- 
blem was controlling weeds and 
grasses, The next most 
troublesome problem was 
insect control. Diseases ranked 
next, About seven percent ofthe 
people indicated their biggest 
problem was lack of rainfall 
at the best time,
